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THE PYX CHAPEL.. 


ONDON, Dec. 2%.—Although N wae: 


announced over two years ago that 

the famous Fyx Chapel” in West. 
minster Abbey soon would be opened 
to the public~—and illuminated by ele- 
tricity, % that the anctent treasure 
vault of Englieh kings could be seen 
to the best advantage—the work of 
getting the chapel ready has proceeded 
with a deliberation so truly British 
that it finally came to an end only a 
few days ago. The historic,room will 
be at the disposal of visitors in a few 
days now, so Americans whe are com- 
ing to England next season can count 
on seeing a part of Westminster Abbey 
which their predecessors perforce have 
missed. 

This low-vaulted room, which, for 
many decades has contained nothing 
but an old lron-bound chest surrounded 
by heaps of rubbish, is about the best 
preserved authentic remnant of the 
original Abbey of Edward the Con- 
fessor, ahd it rivals nearly every other 
portion in historica! association” The 
chape! was given its name because, in 
addition to the royal funds, the re- 
galia and other treasures, it formerly 
contained the “pyx.” this being the 
official box—still to be seen-—in which 
the gold and silver coins used in de- 
tecting counterfeite were kept. At 
one end of the chapel are the re- 
mains of what le generally supposed 
to be an alter, though some e« ria 
insist that it e the tomb of N lin, 
He was the original treasurer of the 
Confessor, and is said to have watch- 


ed over the exchequer with a Mem 


lance thet kept even his royal master 
in awe. 


The kings of England are supposed ury 


to heve kept their treasure end pre- 


cious decuments in ‘the Pyx Chapel 
ever since the Conquest. The place ies 
reached from the eastern cloister of 
the Abbey, and it is guarded by an an- 
clent double door having no less than 
seven keys, some of them of gigantic 
dimensions. And it wea well that the 
old-time thesaurte,“ as the historians 
called it, should be strong, consider- 
ing the valuables that were entrusted 
to ite keeping. These included, besides 
the treasure chest, the regalia of the 
Sexon monarchy, the Holy Cross of 
Holyroof, from Scotland; the Cross of 
St. Neot from Wales, the Ampulla of 
Henry IV, the dagger which wounded 
Edward I at Acre, and the gauntiet 
worn by John of nee at Poictiere.

The disclos- | 
ures at the trial of John D. Lee con- 
nected by a Mormon fury many years 
since for instigating and partictpat- 
ing in that awful crime satisfied the 
public mind and the incident passed 
into history. Time, death and events 
have removed the seal of secrecy um- 
upon me thirty years ago with 
respect to Brigham Young's connec- 
tions with the affair and I will bnefly 
tell the tale that was told to me. The 
em who were murdered at 
Mountain Meadows were from the 
section of country where Joseph 
Smith was killed. They were well 
armed and well supplied. They went 
through Utah cursing the Mormons 
and insulting the Mermon leaders. 
Before they arrived at the scene of 
the massacre John D. Lee, the presid- 
ing bishop in Southern Utah, sent to 
Bult Lake for permiesion to. “make a 
fight on them.“ Brigham Young's an- 
swer Was; “As you respect my author- 
ity and value your soul's salvation. let 
those people go.” The answer ds sem 
by a messenger with orders to change 
horses and riders every three hours, 
and ride day and night um the mes 
sage was delivered. But Lee. after 
sending away the request to Brigham 
Young, assumed that it would be 
granted, and did not wait for a reply. 
but Sr tu carry out his plan of 
murder. When the news of the mas- 
sacre reached Brigham Young he war 
overwhelmed with grief. He walked 
the floor all night long lamenting ana 
deviaring thet it would bring evi! and 
sohron to the Mormon people. 
He condemned, the deed, but he did 
not then bring its perpetrators to jus 
tice. Whether he could have done se 
at the time I do not know. 


Brigham Young, like his Athenian 
prototype, was formative in his ideas. 
He was a masculine man. He was in- 
stinctively an architect. a builder, a 
creator. He loved to plan houses, to 
organize industries, to provide for the 
erection of milis and factories. 
overland railroad and telegraph lines 
through Utah and the great irrigating 
canals were constructed under his 
kadership. He would tolerate no 
slighting or ieffictent work. + Every 
stone in the great $10,000,000 Mormon 
Temple was cut to exactly fit ita place. 
While a part of the fo was 
being laid the Mormon leader was ab- 
sent. On his return ‘he visited the 
work and noticed a mason placing 
spawis or chips of granite under one 
of the blocks.

gendered by lonely and isolate lives, 
and to make farm lives attractive by 
affording opportunities for social gath- 
rings and rational amusements. 
Under Brigham Young's direction 
the education of the children of Utah 
extended to and manners, as 
well as music and mathematics. The 
boys did not smoke cigarettes, or the 
irla chew gum during recess, and all 
earti ined in the refrain of one 
of their local hymns— 
“We look both clean and neat, 
We eat but little meat, 
coffee and tobacco we de- 
spine.” 


Slander and malicious goss are 
strangers in the homes of Utah. and 
there was ever a singie standard of 
morality there for men and women, 

The young ‘people were advised to 
aim high, and make a point of reach-

The Mormons have ever been close 
and prog-eseive students of social set- 
ence.

The Utahans have 
adopted some valuable legal and 80 
cial reforms. When an advanced 
thought presents itself they do 
tclephone for police protection: thes 
give it hospitable welcome. They 
limit by law the hours ef labor: they 
compe] the managers of stores to pro- 
vide seats for their female clerks; 
they prohibit blacklisting; they make 
wages a preferred debt, and exempt 
them from garnishment; 
modified the common-law 
whieh denies redress against the em- 
ployer to the employé injured 
the negligence of a _  fellow-servant; 
they punish those who overwork or 
u eed dumb animals and they were 
pioneers in establishing woman suf- 
frage.
